The disgruntled 
and bilious individuals who indite 
these fictions are overdoing the thing 
to such an extent as to make them- 
selves supremely ridiculous and en- 
tirely defeat the purpase they have in 
view—if, inleed, they have any pur- 
pose beyond the desire of seeing them- 
selves, for once in their lives, in print. 


THE sub-committee on Public Lands 
has framed a bil! which makes consid- 
erable change in the present land sys- 
tem. No timber land 1s to be sold, but 
the growing timber may be disposed of 
in forty-acre tracts to the highest bid- 
der, no bid to be less than $10 per acre. 
The desert-land law is continued, 
with some further restrictions. The 
preémption and timber-culture laws 
are repealed. The homestead law is 
amended, so as toallow the heads of 
families and citizens of legal age, or 

persons who have filed declarations of 
intention to become such, to enter a 
quarter section or less of public land, 
but no person who is proprietor of 160 
acres of land or who quits aud aban- 
dons his residence on his own land to 
reside on public land, in thesame State 
or Territory, can acquire any right 
under the homestead laws.
